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Militia Co. 
Upset Over 
Vandalism 


The Andover Company of 
Militia is upset and concerned 
about vandalism at the 
memorial park created by the 
town Bicentennial Committee at 
the triangle across from South 
church. 

The Militia company has 
provided the flag for the 
memorial site and it has been 
stolen on two occasions. 

Militia Captain Edward 
Parker reports that the com- 
pany does not have the kind of 
money to keep replacing the flag 
which costs about $50. Following 
theft of the first flag, the com- 
pany decided to place the con- 
nector higher up on the pole, but 
vandals managed to boost 
themselves up to reach the con- 
nector and again remove the 
flag. 

In addition to the theft of the 
flags, some of the shrubs at the 
memorial have also been remov- 
ed. 

The memorial triangle is 
maintained by the Militia com- 
pany and the Andover Garden 
club which was responsible for 
the plantings around the area 
bounded by School and Central 
streets. 

Parker indicated it would 
become financially impossible 
to continue to replace the flag 
and asked for some general 
observation of the area by the 
public to prevent further van- 
dalism in the area. 

The memorial was created 
through the Bicentennial Com- 
mittee, following the townwide 
observance a year ago. Funds 
remaining from the town’s 
observance of the nation’s birth- 
day were applied to this project 
and a stone with a bronze plaque 
containing the names of those 
from Andover who answered the 
call to arms in the Revolution, is 
the focal point of the triangle. 
The flag pole and its 
maintenance was assumed by 
the Militia Company.

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Andover High Notebook

Natural 
Trees Again 
Poplular 


The fresh, natural look in Christmas 
trees is back in vogue, and each year more 
and more shoppers trek to Massachusetts 
tree plantations to cut or select the 
genuine native article. 

The State House is already adorned 
with fresh native Christmas trees. As if on 
cue, snow flurries swirled about as the 
state Christmas Tree Association made 
their annual presentation at ceremonies 
last week in front of the capital. 

Massachusetts has more than 100 Christ- 
mas tree plantations. Some plantations 
are already sold out, but for the names of 
those in your area, you can still phone the 
Massachusetts Food and Agriculture 
Department. 

The reason business is brisk, according 
to one local grower, is that ‘‘people are go- 
ing back to natural trees — even though 
they have an artificial one up in the attic.”’ 

No matter what the origin of the tree, it 
should have good fresh green coloring. If 
tapping the trunk of the tree lightly on the 
ground produces a shower of needles, you 
can be absolutely sure that fresh it isn’t. 

Fussy shoppers insist on fullness and 
symmetry in their trees; the shrewd know 
that a tree with one side less than perfect 
can do nicely in a corner-of-the-room loca- 
tion. 

To preserve the freshness of your newly 
purchased tree, keep it outdoors or in 
water in a cool garage or breezeway until 
trimming time. Also, remove any string 
or netting around the tree. 

It’s a good idea, too, to cut the trunk 
slantwise as this will expose more surface 
to the water in the container where it will 
be placed. 

Be sure to place your tree away from 
radiators or any heated surfaces, and 
replenish it with water— daily if 
necessary — to keep it fresh and beautiful 
and also prevent it from becoming a fire 
hazard. 

The trend toward natural trimmings for 
Christmas trees has also surfaced in re- 
cent years. Popcorn and homemade 
gingerbread cookies are popular with 
children, and for your fresh native tree, 
what could be more fitting than colorful 
garlands of fresh native cranberries.?

Bill Would End Filing Date 


In response to the flood of bills in- 
troduced into the legislature at the annual 
bill filing deadline — the first Wednesday 
in December — State Senator William L. 
Saltonstall (R-Manchester) filed an order 
to abolish the bill filing deadline entirely. 
This year 6,600 bills were filed by the 
December 7 deadline. 

‘The number of bills filed annually has 
been steadily increasing from 3,000 in the 
early sixties to an average of 6,000-10,000 
in the seventis,’’ Saltonstall stated. ‘Too 
much of the legislature’s time is spent 
merely processing this workload and too 
little is spent seriously analyzing the 
significant proposals that come before us. 
I think that without a deadline legislators 
would not feel compelled to file every idea 
they might conceivably want to pursue 
during the session, but might wait to in- 
troduce bills until they are fully prepared. 
This would save printing costs and would 
make the workload more manageable,’’ 
the Essex County senator noted. 


Under the Saltonstall proposal 
legislative committees could schedule 
hearings on various subjects, as Congress 
does, and consider bills on these subjects 
at that time. If a bill were filed later that 
warranted a hearing, the committee could 
choose to schedule one. ‘‘I would also hope 
that committees would invite expert 
witnesses to testify at these hearings and 
schedule them for specific times, without 
doing away with public hearings,’ the 
North Shore senator explained. 

Saltonstall also plans to reintroduce an 
order for a two-year legislative session. 
This proposal would limit the refiling of 
bills considered during the first year and 
would allow significant bills to be carried 
over to the second year of the session. This 
would allow committees more time to con- 
centrate on important legislation. The 
proposal would also let committees 
generate their own bills after studying a 
subject throughly. A two-year session 
makes sense,’’ Saltonstall said, ‘‘because 


it reduces unnecessary paperwork without 
eliminating Massachusetts’ valued tradi- 
tion of the citizen’s right of free petition.” 
“This change would give the legislature 
the ability to single out important bills and 
give them the attention they deserve in- 
stead of being swept along ona rising tide 
of legislation.”’

Jan Fontein, director of

Heading Home 


By Raymond B. DeRuisseau 

The big 747 was being readied, the 
luggage count had been taken once more 
and we said goodbye to St. Ermin’s. Once 
at Heathrow British Airways took over for 
our last sight-see in Britain. 

Led to a huge hangar we were in- 
troduced to the controversial Concorde. 
There it was, standing high above us and 
being serviced for the one o’clock flight to 
Dulles. 

So much had been written about it and 
now it was a point of serious disagreement 


try, Britain and France. Americans 
recalling the window pane cracking and 
tea cup rattling sonic booms of our own 
Air Force fighters breaking the sound 
barrier (before Washington decreed a 
leashing of our hot dog pilots) wanted no 
part of the famous white ‘‘droop snoot.’’ 


The Concorde, England and France’s 
response to our Apollo program and at the 
time the only supersonic transport in 
operation, stood as a gargantuan liability 
to both countries. It’s development had 
cost seven times original cost estimates. 
It was for sale at $60 million a copy and 
there were no takers. Restricted to a 


Washington stop in this country and a 
scheduled run to the Middle East, it truly 
posed a dilemma of the decibels. 

We were taken aboard the needle- 
shaped craft and cautioned not to sit in the 
plush seats since the pillows had already 
been fluffed up for the paying customers. 
Paying indeed. The fare London to 
Washington was $840 one way with the 
return fare $1,680. That isn’t exactly what 
Robert Laker has been pushing for 
overseas transportation. 

The plane seats 100 passengers, all first 
class, in the narrow cabin, two seats on 
either side of the aisle. The seating 
reminded us of the setup in the old DC 3s. 
We asked an onlooker who had flown in the 
ultra modern craft about noise levels. 
“Very noisy on takeoff, but after that 


nothing.”’ It naturally follows that once up 
to speed, Mach 2.2, everything is still. The 
troublesome noise shadow which follows 
the flight pattern is left far behind. 


An official of British Airways in 
response to our question said that there 
were eight Concordes in service, four for 
Air France and four for British Airways 
with another being built for the English 
line. Later we read in one of our national 
magazines that there were 16 of the craft

in being. The fleet doubled quickly or we 
were misinformed. 

“You can’t stop progress’’, was one of 
the cliches woven into the sales pitch. Lon- 
don to New York flight time by 
operational sub-sonie aircraft is 7 hours 
and 5 minutes. Via Concorde it is 3 hours 
and 30 minutes, a time saving of 3 hours 
and 25 minutes. Time for a couple of extra 
drinks at the airport bar before the limo 
lumbers one into town. 

At this writing, both Air France and 
British Airways Concordes are flying 
regularly into New York but MassPort 
still says ‘‘No”’ as do several other prime 
American airports. 

In the spaciousness of the big Boeing 747 
we settled down and as we passed over the 
Emerald Isle our thoughts went back to 
the last hectic days of IPSM’s odyssey in 
Jubilee England: 

® We came upon the statue from the 
rear, yet there was no doubt as to who was 
so honored. It stands on a tall, granite 
pedestal. The stooped figure is of cast, 
black metal. The long coat, the bowler 
doffed. the cane, the furrowed brow and 
the well remembered face looking to 
Westminster bridge. It stands in Parlia- 
ment Square, a small green park just a 
long stene’s throw from Big Ben. The in- 
scriptiou on the pedestal says little but so 
much..C HURCHILL. 

e@ The surest drawing card in London 
seems to remain the Changing of the 
Guard. Every day about 11 a.m. throngs 
gather about Buckingham Palace. They 
clamber up on Queen Victoria’s statue for 
vantage points and step on one another’s 
feet trying to get to curbside. Actually, 
there isn’t much to see unless one can 
poke one’s nose into the iron grillwork sur- 
rounding the palace. Otherwise it is just a 
band parading, a marching platoon and a 
mounted troop passing by. The whole thing 
takes about a half hour but it remains a 
“must’’. 

@ Westminster Abbey is really a history 
book in stone. It calls for far more than the 
cursory visit we were limited to. Beside 
its ongoing role as a cornerstone of Em- 
pire, it is a vast repository in which 
England’s great and near great are 
enshrined. One looks and finds himself 
standing on a floor plaque inscribed: Ram- 
say MacDonald 18—; 19—. The pages of 
past giory and the names of victims of 
struggles for power and riches open with 
every turn of the inquisitive eye. The ex- 
terior of the famous building is being 
sand-blasted and the time-stained 
stonework is taking on a new look as it 
forms a background for the horse mounted 
statue of Richard the Lion Hearted. 

@ Trying to get into the Tower during the 
tourist season is apt to be like trying to get 
into a series game without holding tickets. 
Thousands milling about, well sprinkled 
with tee shirts emblazoned with familiar 
names: Cornell, Texas, etc. The crown 
jewels are here in the Jewel House. One 
finds it difficult to find entrance, 
everybody seems to have the same idea. 
The gaudily clad Beefeaters are not 
always affable. Here is the ‘‘Bloody 
Tower’’ and there is the Chapel Royal of 
Peter de Vincula. Beside the chapel is the 
paved and railed scaffold site on the 
Tower Green. Here it was that famous 
heads rolled among them those of Anne

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Co-operation and Gamesmanship 


That co-operative attitude which has been pledged 
from time to time between the town and the school 
department is apparently worthless oratory. 

Witness the iatest in the agreeable effort toward 
providing the town with a centralized commuter 
system, to be shared by all departments and which is 
being worked on by a special study committee at the 
moment. 

The school department has called for applicants for a 
person to become programmer, or to basically feed a 
computer information. The salary is set in the teens. 

First, we could ask where this salary will be provided 
from, although school departments have a way with 
budgets, finding funds where necessary from curious 
sources. It often happens that at budget presentation 
time, the salary account carries the bare necessities to 
meet the staffing for the school year. But, down the 
road, such things as attrition occur, leaving the depart- 
ment with surplus finds. 

But, on the note of co-operation—we find it hard to 
believe that with the computer advisory committee 
within weeks of coming up with a final proposal, the 
school department finds it necessary to advertise for a 
programmer. 

The computer advisory committee has been working 
on providing the town with the hardware to effectively 
process its accounting and other procedures. Prior to 
this committee being formed and charged with the 
responsibility, school authorities had threatened to go it 
alone toward computerizing their operations. 

Admittedly, the updating of the town’s data process- 
ing equipment has been a long time in coming, due to 
various factors. But it does appear to be on a proper 
course and timetable now, and certainly there should be 
no haste excerised by the school department, unless we 
are to be subjected to the competitive edge—or 
gamesmanship—again. 


Whenever co-operative effort between town and 
school is proposed there has been full endorsement by 
school authorities—that is until the actual decisions are 
made. 

Example: Agreement to hire a person to oversee 
maintenance of all municipal buildings, schedule 
repairs, etc. Fully agreeable until town manager and 
Superintendent fail to agree on specifics of the job. 
School department insists on supervising its custodial 
Staff, and expresses need for crash program to get 
buildings in shape since some are in bad disrepair. 
School department 1, Town 0. 

Example: Appointment of a purchasing agent to cen- 
tralize all purchases for the town to exercise some sav- 
ing. School department has candidate, town manager 
selects another. Score: School department 1, Town 1. 
School department then proceeds to hand over in- 
numerable orders at last minute in July for purchasing 
agent to process. 

So now with the score somewhat even, the school 
department decides to play the game differently. 
Autonomous as they are, they proceed toward the 
aquisition of a programmer who will be all warmed up 
when the new equipment is on line, ready to move in. 

This , of course, can be diplomatically denied by 
school authorities, but the fact remains, that there is 
every evidence of a lack of co-operative effort within 
the confines of the school administrative offices. 

It could well be that such a programmer is for an ef- 
fort aimed at specific school matters. If so, then it 
would have been advisable to so inform town 
authorities. 

The one thing that has happened, as of the moment, is 
that there is a very grave aura of doubt as to how much 
co-operation can be expected, even if the matter 
resolves itself into the category of a communications 
breakdown.

WASHINGTON — Just 
last month, a dam col- 
lapsed at Toccoa Falls, 
Ga., and brought death to 
39 persons, 20 of them 
children. It was a tragedy 
that could have been pre- 
vented. 

Five years ago, Con- 
gress passed a National 
Dam Safety Act. The legis- 
lators thought it would pre- 
vent disasters, which have 
brought tragedy and dev- 
astation to this country 
ever since the Johnstown 
flood. Yet a congressional 
subcommittee has found 
that dam safety is no bet- 
ter now than before the law 
went on the books. 

We have spoken with 
sources who have read the 
shocking findings. When 
the report becomes public 
later this year, here is 
what it will say: 

It will point an accusing 
finger at the Army Engi- 
neers. According to the 
report, the Engineers 
haven’t been inspecting 
dams; they’ve spent five 
years counting them 
instead. For what good it 
did the victims at Toccoa, 
the Army Engineers 
counted 50,000 dams in the 
United States. Nearly half 
of these would trigger a 
havoc of death and de- 
struction should they col- 
lapse. 

The federal law was 
passed partially because 
state inspection had been 
so ineffective in the past. It 
still is. In fact, most of the

dams in this country have 
never been checked by ei- 
ther federal or state 
inspectors. 

Arab Brawl: Over the 
years, the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency has picked 
up secret conversations of 
Arab leaders. We have had 
access occasionally to the 
transcripts. 

The most sizzling re- 
marks are those they make 
behind each others’ backs. 
The three who have always 
had the least use for one 
another are Egypt’s 
Anwar Sadat, Syria’s Hafiz 
Assad and Libya’s Muam- 
mar Qaddafi. 

They have tried to stand 
together against Israel. 
They have even tried to 
unite under a common 
flag. But they have never 
liked nor trusted one 
another. 

Their secret conversa- 
tions show that Assad 
holds Sadat in downright 
contempt. Even when they 
were supposed to be close 
allies, he was quoted in one 
intelligence report as say- 
ing, "I would not expect too 
much from the Egyp- 
tians." 

They have now broken 
up over Sadat’s peace trip 
to Israel. Apparently, As- 
sad had anticipated some- 
thing like this for a long 
time. For he is quoted by 
the CIA as saying he ex- 
pected Egypt to leave 
Syria "in a lurch.” 

The enmity between Sa- 
dat and Qaddafi, however, 


is even more bitter. Qad- 
dafi has called Sadat a 
traitor to the Arab cause. 
Sadat, in turn, has called 
Qaddafi "a madman." 

It is one of the ironies of 
our time that the greatest 
threat to peace in the Mid- 
dle East is not an outbreak 
of fighting between the Is- 
raelis and Egyptians. 
There is more likely to be 
fighting, according to our 
intelligence sources, be- 
tween the Egyptians and 
the Libyans. 

Fresh Face: Jimmy 
Carter campaigned on the 
need for a fresh face in the 
White House. Now that he 
is in the Oval Office, he 
uses the talenis of a 
cosmetic expert named 
Lillian Brown to keep his 
face looking fresh. She 
does his make-up for tele- 
vision appearances. 

The White House consid- 
ers Brown to be an artist 
with her make-up kits. She 
is on call whenever the 
president needs her skills. 
The White House pays her 
around $2,000 a year to 
make the president look 
his best for the television 
cameras. 

The president’s make- 
up, by the way, consists 
mainly of pancake, to keep 
his face from shining un- 
der the lights. He also uses 
rouge to give his cheeks a 
healthy red color. 

Mustard Man: Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., has a 
new sideline. He is ped- 
dling mustard. 


Some time ago, it seems, 
Goldwater’s youngest 
daughter, Peggy Holt, 
found a recipe for mustard 
in her grandmother’s cook- 
book. She tried it, and the 
result was delicious. She 
decided to market it under 
the name Peggy Jane’s 
Special Mustard Sauce. It 
sold well on the West 
Coast, where she lives. 

So Sen. Goldwater sent a 
sample to Benjamin 
Wagshal, owner of the fin- 
est delicatessen in Wash- 
ington. Wagshal gave it a 
taste and pronounced the 
mustard "excellent." It is 
now on his shelf. At a price 
of $2.50 per nine-ounce jar, 
Wagshal told us, the Gold- 
water mustard is "selling 
beautifully.” 

Plugging Leaks: Another 
government agency is 
cracking down on leaks to 
the press. The poobahs at 
the Federal Trade Com- 
mission have told their em- 
ployees to button their lips. 
In two recent staff bul- 
letins, Executive Director 
Margery Waxman Smith 
criticized staff members 
for making inappropriate 
comments to news people 
about pending cases. 

One memo sternly said 
the news media has been 
reporting information 
about investigations that 
hadn’t yet been publicly 
announced. It noted grimly 
that "every employee is 
subject to criminal prose- 
cution for unlawful divulg- 


ing of information."

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Taxpayers File 
To Reduce Taxes 


Legislation that would 
reduce local property taxes 
by an estimated $390 
million in fiscal 1979 was 
filed today for the 1978 
legislative session by the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation. 

The additional aid would 
come from a broader 
statewide sales tax at a 
lower 4 per cent rate, a 
one-time federal reim- 
bursement (Title IVA) and 
a 50 per cent local share in 
the growth of state 
revenues. 

The proposal provides 
for a ‘‘roll-back”’ of proper- 
ty taxes because com- 
munities would have to 
deduct the new aid from 
their tax levies. This 
feature was lacking when 
the original sales tax was 
first adopted in 1966. 

A limit on the amount 
local taxes may rise would 
be mandatory in all com- 
munities with full-value 
tax rates of $50 or more. 

This ‘“‘levy limit’? would 
be optional for 
municipalities with lower 
full-value tax rates. A com- 
munity’s fixed charges, 
such as debt service and 
pensions, would be exclud- 
ed from the limit. 

The bill guarantees cities 
and towns half of any 
future growth in the yield 
from the state’s income, 
sales and corporation taxes 
at their present rates. 

Under a new provision in 
the legislation, state and 
local taxes would be 
limited to 18 per cent of the 
aggregate personal income 
in the Commonwealth. 
This flexible statutory cap 
could be changed by a 
referedum vote. 

The broader sales tax 


- base would include more 
"taxable items and some 
' personal services. For in- 


stance, clothing and hair- 
cuts would become taxable 
but food, utility bills and 


" medicine would not. 


The legislation doubles 


"the sales tax credits on the 


state income tax for lower- 
income families and_ in- 
creases the number of 


families eligible for the 
. credit. This scaled income

tax credit, totaling about 
$21 million, would pay vir- 
tually all of the increased 
sales tax costs for the 
poorest families and at 
least part of the costs for 
families with incomes>up 
to $10,500. 

The measure also 
proposes to further reduce 
the 6 per cent meals tax by 
making it part of the 4 per

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cent statewide sales tax. 

A one per cent add-on to 
the proposed 4 per cent 
Sales tax in the MBTA dis- 
trict (keeping the rate at 5 
per cent) would shift local 
funding for this agency 
away from property taxes 
to sales taxes collected 
within the district. 

The plan also provides 
the money for the state 
assumption of all county 
court costs, again shifting 
these costs off the property 
tax. 

The plan includes two 
new local air formulas — 
one for school aid, the 
other for general revenue- 
“sharing — to distribute 
state-collected revenue 
more fairly. 

The total amount of new 
aid to cities and towns un- 
der the program could 
grow to over $550 million 
by fiscal 1981. 

The legislation gives 
cities and towns the tools 
they need to control their 
own spending. It would end 
absolute school committee 
budget autonomy, giving 
local taxpayers more con- 
trol over total local spen- 
ding. 

Another neew spending 
control feature would in- 
crease the powers of coun- 
ty advisory boards by plac- 
ing their recommendations 
on county budgets directly 
before the Legislature. 

The bill strengthens 
management’s rights in 
collective bargaining by 
more clearly defining 
bargainable matters. 

‘“‘We believe we have 
produced a program, 
without raising total taxes, 
that is sound, comprehen- 
sive, predictable and fair,”’ 
said Richard A. Manley, 
Foundation president. ‘‘It 
attacks the property tax 
disease, not just its symp- 
toms.”’

Holiday Safety 


Reflections of colored lights bounce off 
the sparkling ornaments that hang from 
the tree. All is well with the world, and 
you feel safe and secure. 

And you will be safe if you take a few 
precautions before you sit back and enjoy 
the holidays. 

Every year fires and severe electric 
shocks from holiday decorations end the 
season abruptly for thousands of 
Americans. Sports and recreation equip- 
ment and toys—great holiday gifts—also 
increase the injury toll if they are not 
selected and used with care. 

The following accidents were taken 
from the files of the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. The names 
are fictitious, the facts are true. 


Malfunctioning Christmas tree lights 
threw off sparks that ignited the presents 
and carpets underneath the tree in the 
Fisher home. Lorraine tried to put out the 
fire, but it spread rapidly through two 
floors of her apartment buiiding, causing 
$250,000 in damage. Some residents had to 
jump off their balconies to escape the 
smoke and fire. 

Six-month-old Jack fell onto his toy 
truck. The metal prongs on the truck 
penetrated his skull and had to be removed 
at a hospital emergency room. He was 
hospitalized for two days. 

Thirteen-year-old Peter Daly was per- 
manently paralyzed from his waist down 
when he fell off his skateborad after it hit 
a rise in the sidewalk. 


high and the production of durable goods 
increased slightly. Partially offsetting 


these gains was a seasonal decline in con- 
struction activity and a cutback in the out- 
put of nondurable goods. For all indicators 
the gains over a year ago were substan- 
tial. These observations are based on 
Statistics in the November issue of the 
Bank’s monthly publication, ‘New 
England Economic Indicators.’ 


The New England employment picture 
continued to improve during September. 
Nonagricultural employment rose to 4,- 
924,400 on a seasonally adjusted basis, a 
gain of 17,100 jobs over the month and 120,- 
000 jobs over the September 1976 level. 
The improvement was spread among 
manufacturing and nonmanufacturing ac- 
tivities. The employment situation was 
bolstered by the settlement of a labor dis- 
pute in the transporation equipment in- 
dustry and the strong growth in employ- 
ment at trade establishments. In the 
manufacturing sector, small gains in 
employment weere augmented by an in- 
crease in the average hours worked by 
production workers to 40.5 hours from 40.4 
hours in August and 39.8 hours a year 
earlier. The New England unemployment 
rate in Septembr declined to 6.2 percent, 
seasonally adjusted, after holding steady 
to 6.4 percent for several months. The 1977 
unemployment rates are preliminary and 
should be viewed with caution. 

Manufacturing production declined 
Slightly according to the Bank’s index of 
manufacturing output in New England. 
The preliminary September estimate of 
114.6 percent of the 1967 base period 
average was down from the August level 
of 115.4 percent but up from the 
September 1976 figure-of 108.6 percent. 
Output of durable goods registered a small 


increase as a result of higher production in 
the transportation equipment and metals 
industries. However, output of nondurable 
goods declined in September, mainly as a 
result of reduced production at apparel, 
leather and shoe, and food processing 
plants. The New England paper industry 
was the only major industry in the non- 
durable goods category to increse output 
substantially during Septembr. 

The volume of construction contracts 
awarded in New England during 
September fell back to more normal levels 
after a dramatic jump in August when 
large contracts for water supply systems 
and a nuclear power. facility for New 
Hampshire were recorded. The value of 
contract awards for each of the major con- 
Struction categories was down during 
September beginning the seasonal slow- 
down. Compared with contracts awarded 
in the corresponding month of 1976, 
residential and nonresidential contracts 
weree about 25 percent higher and non- 
building contracts were up neaerly 7 per- 
cent. 

In the consumer area, personal income 
payments received by New England 
residents reflected the general improve- 


s 


ment in the economly. Income payments 53 
in August, the most recent month for 
which data are available, were nearly 2 
percent higher than in July and nearly 11 
percent above the August 1976 total. The 
gain in income was not reflected im- _ 
mediately in retail sales. The preliminary 
estimate of August retail sales in New 
England indicated a small decline from 
the July level but a gain of 6.7 percent in 
sales from August of last year. Lower 
sales at nondurable goods stores during 
August more than offset higher durablee 
goods sales, particularly for automobiles. 
Consumer instalmeent credit outstanding 
at New England commercial banks con- 
tinued to rise during September with 
automobile and other consumer goods, un 
largely account accounting for the in- 
crease. The volume of this type of credit ‘0 
outstanding at New England banks was ~ 
13.4 percent higher than in September 
1976, compared to a national increase of 
21.4 percent. 

In the financial sector of the region’s 
economy, commercial and industrial loans 
at a sampling of large banks registered a 
small gain during September to total 8.5 
percent more than in the corresponding 
month of 1976. The pickup in the demand 
for business loans has been slower to 
develop during the present recovery than 
in similar periods of earlier recoveries.

Renewals 


Are Due 


Registrar of Motor Vehicles Alan 
Mackey urges motorists not to delay 
reneweing their registration. 

“To avoid long, ‘last-minute’ lines, 
processing complications, and a lot of un- 
necessary aggravation, begin the process 
as soon as you receive, the notice in the 
mail,’’ he urged. 

Mackey explained that the registration 
renewal card must be stamped by the 
company insuring the vehicle and taken to 
a Registry office with a check, the amount 
of which varies according to the vehicle, 
class, duration of registration, etc. ‘‘In- 
surance companies know these amounts 
and many times will mail the card and 
check to the Registry,’ he said. He also 
said that an individual may renew a 
registration by mail providing that the 
card is stamped by the Insurance Com- 
pany and a check in the correct amount 
accompanies it, however, Mackey 
suggested registration renewals be handl- 
ed in person ‘‘to avoid any com- 
plications,’’ and he added that mail tran- 
sactions must be started three weeks in 
advance if they are to be processed and 
returned by January 1. 

Mackey stated that December is the 
month when many classified registrations 
have to be renewed, together with a full 
complement of regular passenger car 
registrations. Thus, almost one-half 
million renewals must be processed 
between December 1 and January 1. 

All Registry branch offices, as well as 
the main office, open for Registry 
business from 8:45 a.m. to 5 p.m. every 
Monday through Friday.

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Books Are Perfect Gift 


The perfect holiday gift for a young 
child might be an item as simple as a 
book. But selecting the proper book is not 
as simple as one would think, according to 
a children’s literature specialist. 

“The quality of books for young children 
run the gamut from ‘great’ to ‘awful’ with 
the majority falling somewhere in 
between,’ warns Christina Deimezis 
Moustakis, a children’s literature instruc- 
tor at Wheelock College in Boston. 

‘‘The best books for preschoolers 
provide valuable learning experiences and 
may help bring families closer together, 
while the worst books are hardly worth the 
paper they’re printed on. 

‘Worse, they can leave impressions that 
damage the ego or create stereotypes,” 
she says. 

Ms. Moustakis says the ‘‘best guideline’ 
for selecting children’s books is to keep 
the intended child’s particular interests in 
mind and think about how to expand those 
interests.” 

Once those interests are clear, the 
Wheelock instructor recommends the 
following guidelines: 

The story should unfold immediately 
and move at a quick pace without ex- 
traneous details. 

Language should be lively and in- 
teresting, without cliches. 

Dialect such as Black English or 
regionalism should sound authentic, not

Illustrations should enhance the story, 
reflect the mood and if details are added 
should be appropriate for the story. 

The Wheelock instructor says the book 
buyer’s own common sense will also help 
in selecting from the mass of children’s 
books available. 

“If you don’t particularly like a book, 
don’t buy it,’’ she stresses. ‘‘A child will 
usually not like a book if he or she knows 
that the adult who will be reading it 
doesn’t like it either.”’ 

How to read toa young child is as impor- 
tant as deciding which book to purchase in 
the first place, according to Ms. 
Moustakis. 

‘When reading to a child you should 
dramatize, but do it in a natural way and 
without props or extreme voice manipula- 
tion. 

“If a book doesn’t have pictures, the 
reader’s voice is especially important and 


should serve to illustrate the book to the 
child,’’ she says. 

Ms. Moustakis, whose own love for 
children’s literature blossomed as a result 
of a course on the subject she took as an 
undergraduate at Wheelock, says the 
young child should play an active role in 
book reading. 

“They love to share in the excitement of 
being the story-teller,’’ she says. 

‘Adults and children should read books 
together because they bring people 
together. A good children’s book is en- 
joyed by everybody.”’ 

She suggests that a daily family reading 
time and place be established. 

“It should be a time to put hassles aside, 
to sit with one another, to share with one 
another and to enter a magical world.”’ 


She also suggests wnat the reader and 
child find a ‘‘cozy place”’ to read — a place 
where the child would be encouraged to 
‘sit on your lap or snuggle up close.”’ 


When it comes to deciding upon the type 
of book to buy children, Ms. Moustakis 
Says it is as important for children to read 


sad tales as it is for them to read joyful or 55 


informational books. 

Sad tales, in particular, ‘‘makes one’s 
heart grow bigger in terms of being able to 
express sympathy and sorrow for others.”’ 

The Wheelock instructor says she has 
discovered that children also love joyful 
books that offer a good, old-fashioned bel- 
ly laugh. 

The holiday season is a time to add some 
gleeful laughter and characters to a 
child’s library, she suggests. 

There are some splendid and well- 
written books on topics such as death, 
separation and divorce, but I think that we 
ought to choose books that will bring us 
joy this holiday season.”’ 

Based on this premise, Ms. Moustakis’ 
recommendation of books to buy young 
children this holiday season consists only . 
of joyful books. 

No matter the content, the purpose of 
any children’s book, according to the 
Wheelock * sman, is ‘‘to bring joy and 
beauty and to respond to the child’s in- 
teres while expanding his or her 
horizons.”’

Building 
Fees Are 
Increased 


Building and electrical permit fees will 
increase as of the first of the year, accor- 
ding to a new schedule adopted by 
selectmen Monday night. 

The new fees which will jump primarily 
for permits for new construction or ad- 
ditions and alterations, were presented to 
the board by Building Inspector Arthur 
Peatman and Acting Manager Sheldon S. 
Cohen for review a week ago. 

Basically the major permits are being 
increased from $3 to $5 per thousand 
dollars of value. 

Several. contractors were in attendance 
at the ‘session and expressed a desire to 
have the matter tabled briefly while they 
reviewed the proposal. 

But, selectmen felt the matter had been 
discussed, and had been on agendas, and 
proceeded to adopt the new schedules. 

Reason for increasing the fees, is to 
place the building department on a self- 
sustaining basis. 

George Chongris, a contractor, told the 
board that while the theory was fine, there 
is additional work such as investigation of 
complaints, which the building inspector 
must handle. Chongris felt that such ser- 
vice should not be placed on the price of a 
new building permit, since the town should 

provide some services.

Fire Hazard Check List For Homes 


Family life may center around it, but at 
the same time the home is one of 
America’s greatest fire hazards. 

More than 70 per cent of all fires occur 
in dwellings, according to estimates of the 
National Fire Protection Association. 
Even more tragic, some 6,800 deaths are 


caused by them. 


Be sure above all that everyone knows 
how to get out of the home quickly, and 
also knows alternate routes. Have a pre- 
arranged meeting place outside the house,

Careless use of smoking materials 
heads the list of home fire causes. The 
rules to prevent such fires are simple, the 
Insurance Information Institute points 
out. 

First, don’t smoke in bed. Have large 
ash trays handy in every room. Don’t dis- 
card burning butts and matches, and see 
that matches are kept from your children. 

Defective electric wiring and equipment 
account for many home fires. Installing or 
extending home wiring is not a do-it- 
yourself job — call in a qualified electr.- 
cian. Extension cords placed under rugs 
are fire hazards. So are multiple attach- 
ment plugs. 

Grease should always be cleaned from 
the range, and curtains should not hang 
near the burners.

Have an experienced serviceman go 
over your central heating system now — 
don’t wait for cold weather. He should also 
inspect and clean flue pipes and chimneys 
and make necessary repairs. 

The basement, closets and attic have 
their uses, but not as accumulation spots 
for old newspapers and rags. These can 
easily catch fire and leave a family 
homeless. 

The wood-burning stove has reached 
new heights in popularity as an auxiliary 
source of home heating. But keep in mind 
that the return to the ‘‘good old days’”’ can 
have some disastrous consequences if the 
stove is not properly installed.

Costs Are

Rising 

The cost of owning and 
driving an automobile has 
risen 3.7 percent in the past 
three months, according to 
a study released today by 
the American Automobile 
Association. 

For an intermediate- 
sized automobile driven 
the national average of 10,- 
000 miles a year and kept 
for four years, the cost is 
now a fraction under 21 
cents a mile. This com- 
pares with 20.2 cents a mile 
reported by the AAA in 
May. 

“Our mid-year follow-up 
to the comprehensive driv- 
ing cost survey released in 
May shows an increase in 
both the variable and fixed 
costs,’’ said David J. 
Christensen, Executive 
Vice President of the 
Automobile Club of 
Merrimack Valley. 

Variable costs, including 
gasoline, oil, maintenance 
and tires, rose 2.9 percent 
since the May report, the 
AAA said. Fixed costs, in- 
cluding’ insurance, 
depreciation, registration 
and taxes, rose 4.1 percent. 

Calculated for the 
average of 10,000 miles a 
year, this means that 
variable costs accounted 
for $597 and fixed costs for 
$1,496.50 for a total of $2,- 
093.50.

The town will offer its 1968 Cadillac am- 
bulance, no longer useable as a backup 
emergency vehicle, for sale through 
public bidding. 

Selectmen Monday night authorized Ac- 
ting Town Manager Sheldon S. Cohen to 
Sell the vehicle, based on the fact that it 
does not meet state requirements for am- 
bulance service. 

Cohen informed the selectmen that Fire 
Chief William T. Downs had provided for 
mutual aid arrangements with North An- 
dover and Tewksbury for emergency 
backup Service, which does qualify under 
State regulations. 

Selectman asked Cohen to explore 
further adequate backup ambulance ser- 
vice for the town, feeling somewhat un- 
€asy about response time from neighbor- 
ing towns. 

The present modular ambulance may be 
used as a backup some time when a new 
emergency vehicle is obtained for the 
town. Cohen explained that the modular 
vehicle now in service was obtained at less 
than cost through state program.

A minimum of two classes per grade for 
the traditional alternative seemed 
reasonably assured after school com- 
mittee discussions Tuesday night, but 
traditional parents turned out to object to 
the possibility of a “cap” on the program 
at that size. 

The committee took up the topic as 
another step toward “getting our house in 
order’ for an imminent decision about 
how to handle declining elementary 
enrollments. 

The committee will continue its twice-a- 
week schedule tonight with a tour of East 
Jr. High (see separate story) and Tuesday 
night with the long-awaited report from 
the citizens’ Declining Enrollment Com- 
mittee (DEC). The traaditional subject is 
not likely to come up again until the com- 
mittee’s marathon itinerary continues 
after the holidays. 

Chairman David Ahouse was the lone 
committeeman to indicate he would vote 
to cap the program at two classes per 
grade when the time arrives. He said he 
felt it necessary so the committee could 
turn with firm numbers toward redistric- 
ting or even the possible closing of a 
school. 

Even so, he said, there is room for the 
traditional program to grow from the pre- 
Sent 296 pupils to 328 within existing 
classrooms. 
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Traditional Classes Are 


Speaking for the Parents Advisory Com- 
mittee, George Ploussios of Hackeney Cir- 
cle expressed the group’s “enthusiastic 
support”’ of the program, and called it a 
‘vital factor” in their children’s educa- 
tion. He said they feel it should be allowed 
to grow in and expand in quality, rather 
than have the numbers limited according 
‘‘to some master plan for redistricting.’’ 

He asked that two classes per grade be 
kept together, and that the line be kept 
open for growth, perhaps at another 
school. 

He said it was difficult to project how 
many parents would want their youngsters 
enrolled in the future, and that the 
numbers in the program would depend ‘‘on 
what you decide to do with it.” If the 
number is limited, he said, some parents 
wouldn’t bother to apply. 

Ploussios also asked for “equitable,”’ 
but not ‘‘preferential’’, treatment. 

Ahouse said that one strong factor is 
where the program is located. If it were 
moved to Sandborn, where enrollment is 
predicted to decline, Ahouse said it was 
likely many West pupils would want their 
youngsters to stay at West, even without 
the traditional program. 

West’s enrollment on the other hand is 
on the increase. Mark Kovacs of the DEC 
added that the present situation at West: 
“is not a very comfortable one,’”’ and that}

Trees 


A dry tree is a fire hazard, so before you 
buy a cut tree, check it for freshness. The 
needles on a fresh tree will bend: needles 
on a dry tree feel brittle and break or fall 
off when you try to bend them. When you 
bring your tree home, cut the butt end off 
diagonally one or two inches from the bot- 
tom. The diagonal cut allows more water 
to be absorbed into the tree. Make sure the 
tree is held securely ina sturdy tree stand.
